Members' Indemnity. 

The Cariboo "Sentinel" comes to us 
■with a moderate yet forcible articlo on 
the indemnity question. The immediate 
occasion of the articlo was an attack 
made by aVictoria newspaper upon the 
public meeting recently bold in Barker- 
villa, and at which a certain resolution 
advocating increased indemnity was 
passed. The meeting was referred to 
as an unimportant one, merely com- 
posed of "Cariboo miners," and itwas 
intimated that the passage of the re- 
solution was secured "by the liberal 
promises of appropriations from the 
public chest for the benefit of the dis- 
trict." To the first, the "Sentinel" re- 
plies that the public meeting was both 
largely and iniluentially attended, hot 
only by miners, but by all classes of the 
community. The imputation that the 
people of Cariboo were bribed into 
adopting the resolution is met, as 
might have been expected, by an in- 
dignant denial ; and it is shown that 
the resolution was the spontaneous ex- 
pression of a conviction of what was 
right and just, on the partof the people 
— that r.o jn'omises were made, none 
wore needed, in order to obtain an ex- 
pression of opirlion, such as that which 
was given, for, says our contemporary, 
"It is a well known fact that the feel- 
ing in this constituency has always 
been most strongly in favor of an in- 
creased indemnity to the upper country 
members;" and it adds, "As regards 
the course to be pursued in the future 
by the members of this district on this 
much-vexed question, we must consi- 
der that settled by the action of the 
constituency." It will be remembered 
that tho Cariboo delegation were a 
unit in supporting increased indemnity 
last session; and it is now seen that they 
acted in harmony with tho views of 
their constituents. In the course of 
the discussion to which the question 
has given rise, it has been customary 
to contrast tho unselfish patriotism of 
thoso who opposed the demands of tho 
House with those whojvere represent- 
ed as making a raid upon the public 
treasury. "Who were these unselfish 
patriots ? Messrs McCreight and 
Robertson were the noble, public- 
spirited individuals who guarded so 
heroically the people's money. But, 
in order to do justice to both parties, 
it will bo necessary to see the precise 
relations in which both stood to the 
treasury: 

Official Salary §3,500 

Private Practice, say 3,000 

Office Rent, Fuel, &c, say 250 

Travelling Expenses, say 250

Divide seven thousand by three hun- 
dred and thirteen, the numberof work- 
ing days in the year, and it will ap- 
pear that the snug little berths occu- 
pied by these two unselfish patriots 
are worth at the rate of twenty-two dol- 
lars and thirty-six and a third cents a 
day to each of them. Add to that, the five 
dollars a day, sessional allowance, and 
it is seen that at the time they took the 
noble stand against the representatives 
of the people being allowed more than 
five dollars a day for each day actually 
in attendance at tho House, they were 
themselves" in the receipt of twenty- 
seven dollars and thirty-six and a 
third cents a day each! One of the mem- 
bers for Cariboo well represented these 
gentlemen as zealously defending the 
treasury while they, themselves, were 
in it up to the shoulder! It's easy to 
be patriotic on twenty-seven dollars a 
day. No wonder these men were 
zealous in guarding a treasury in 
which they themselves, had so largean 
interest. Patriotism, indeed! AVe have 
too many Bueh patriots preying upon 
tho body-politic. 

The New Ontario Cabinet. 

It was recently announced in those col- 
umns that ViceChancellorMowat had born 
called upon to form n. new Cabinet for the 
Province of Ontario and that he had ac- 
cepted the task. We are now enabled to 
announce the full Cabinet, which is as 
follows:— Oliver Mcwat, Premier, and 
Attorney-General; Adam Crooks, Treasur- 
er; Timothy Blair Pardee, Provincial 
Secretary; Archibald McEellar, Minister 
of Public Works; Richard William Scott, 
Commissioner of Crown Lands. Having 
given a tolerably full outline of the pub- 
lic career of the Premiei upon the occa- 
sion of his having been called in, wo shall 
now pass on to the members of his Cabi- 
net. Adam Crooks will be remembered 
as the Attorney-General of the late Blake 
Administration. Ho was born at Flam- 
boro, Ontario, and has risen to consider- 
able eminence in the profession of law at 
Toronto. He is an author and, of course, 
a Liberal in politics. T. E. Pardee was 
born at LYoekville, Ontario, wan (.-ailed to 
tho Bar in 1861, and has been engaged in 
the practice of his profession at Sarnia; 
sits for Lambton. A. McKellar will be 
remembered as a member of the late 
Blake Cabinet, in which he held his pre- 
sent position. Although born in Scotland, 
Mr. McKellar was educated in Canada, 
where he has spent all his life,save child- 
hood. For many years a prominent man 
in his own country, he has lately taken an 
active part in the affairs of the 
Province. It. W. Scott waa born 
at Prescott, Ontario. He, too, was, 
a member of the late Cabinet, in 
which he hold the same portfolio ho now 
holds. It will be noted that all excepting 
one are native born Canadians, and that 
one as good as a Canadian. The Premier 
is a Reformer. Mr. Scott is a Conserva- 
tive. Tho other three have been wont, 
wo believe, to act with that section of the 
Reform party commonly known as Grits. 
It will be scon, therefore, that the present 
Ontario Cabinet is a shade, less Gritty 



than tho late one. "Where is Wood, tho 
traitor? Ho was talked of as likely to be 
Mr. Blake's successor. It is very credit- 
able to tho country that ho has been 
dropped. As for tho" new Cabinet, it is 
wanting neither inability nor experience; 
and, under tho ablo leadership of Mr. 
Mowat, we shall expect to find tho ad- 
ministration inaugurating and actively car- 
rying out a liberal and progressive policy 
under which Ontario will drink in more 
of the spirit of national progress and shako 
off that intense sectionalism which lias 
boon gnawing at the core of her patriotism 
and destroying her influence both in the 
East and in tho Great West.

The Doomed Man. 

Ono of tlio Colonis's staff yesterday 
visited George W. Bell who -will die at 
seven o'clock this lnornjg for the imtr- 
der of Thomas Datson t Nanaimo. Tho 
circumstances of tliismal'a terrible crime 
arc still so fresh in tho pblic mind that n 
mere recapitulation of th affair will suf" 
lice. Bell was a coal-mi^r and married 
to an Indian woman, lhson, also a coal- 
miner, was charged witli^aving seduced 
Mrs. Bell. The outrage* husband gave 
him 24 hours in which toeave Nanaimo. 
Datson did leave and wer. to Departure 
Bay, distant three miles pom Nanaimo. 
Thither Bell, two days nftWards, follow- 
ed and killed him. For Ms crime Bell 
was tried, convicted and sdtenced to be 
hanged. A strenuous eflbi was made to 
save him by petitioning te Governor- 
General in his behalf. Butljo mail, fonr 
weeks ago, brought the wamnt for his 
execution, and tho Sheriff, auho urgent 
request of the convict, lixedto-day for 
carrying out the dread seiince of the 
law;' and before'this article nuts the eves 
of a majority of the readers of he Colo- 
nist, the spirit of the iirst whitman exe- 
cuted by due course of law on 'unconver 
Island will have reached the udgment 
Scat. 

We found Bell seated on a pil of blan- 
kets in his cell. He was calm ml solf- 
possessed, and as we entered house and 
shook hands with us. Ho ha 1 b, n read- 
ing a volume of Wesley's HvinnsA 00 py 
of "Baxter's Saints' Best" and a coj of The 
Word lay by his side. He exprfced an 
eagerness to die, feeling that his ns had 
all been forgiven him, and that h Savi- 
our, who had iutercecded, wouldeceive 
him with outstreached arms. As',,, al- 
luded to the kindness of Rev. M Pol- 
lard and of the ladies and gentlevn of 
the Weslevan mgiv--.it ion, hi eyes 
filled with tears and his voice trebled 
with emotion. While speaking i his 
future state we were struck with thelppy 
expression that stole across biases, 
When speaking of his crime — Wch 
lm did freely — he did not see to 
excuse it. but said, pointing to th? B}e, 
"Ah ! if I had known that, it would nter 
have ' occurred." He added that tis 
mother used to take him to the Wesleln 
Chapel when a child.

Tho discovery is announced of a lead of 
coal on the lino of railway between Kola- 
ma and Olympia. 

Tho Seattlo "Intelligencer" of yesterday 
says:— Capt. G. H. Birnio'a party of locat- 
ing surveyors returned on Wednes- 
day last, after having reached a point 
about fourteen miles north of this 
city.

The wharves at Port Gamble are being 
rebuilt and very much extended, w hich, 
w hen completed, will afford accommoda- 
tion for ten or twelvo ships of the largest 
tonnage to lay side by side and take in 
their cargoes. 

The Olympia "Courier" has tho follow- 
ing: — "The English papers express great 
dissatisfaction at the award of San Juan 
Island to tho United States. The "Post" 
goes so far as to say that Great Britain 
has lost the key to her possessions on the 
Pacific American Coast. The San Fran- 
cisco "Bulletin" truthfully says that the 
Island in our hands is not the serious loss 
the English may temporarily consider it. 
They will find we can bo just, as good 
neighbors on that line as tho Canadian 
border. Since both sides in a dispute can- 
not, have their way, our cousins might 
accept the results of the arbitration they 
agreed to with the same grace that we 
gave up Slidolland Mason, at a time when 
England was not very patient or consider- 
ate for the Republic she thought about to 
fall to pieces. We aro not inclined to 
exult because our turn litis come at last. 
We think more of peace secured than of 
advantages won."

LAST MTSJJI8PATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

New York, Nov. 2— Mrs. Woodhull and 
Mrs.Clailin were arrested to-day for selling 
obscene publications, A great deal of talk 
is occasioned about town over the arrest. 
The papers against them were first taken 
by L. 0. Challis ,n well-known broker who 
last night applied for their arrest for a 
gross and scandalous articlo on him. 
Warrants were accordingly issued, but 
before they could bo executed, someone 
acting on behalf of Comstook, the famous 
enemy of obscene literature, had a war- 
rant issued against the women by U. S. 
Counsel Osborne. The pair of women 
were taken to the Commissioner's office in 
a carriage and thence to jail, until Monday 
morning, when a hearing of the case 
comes oil'. They manifested the usual 
baldness anil disinterestedness on the way 
t> prison. Tbo statuatory penalty for send- 
ing obscene literature through the mails 
is imprisonment for one year and a lino of 
one hundred dollars. 

The "Express" says that the arrest of 
Woodhull and Clullin for circulating ob- 
scene literature was to be expected, for 
nothing more obscene in the way of 
words, and a no moro attrocioua charge 
ever obtained currency in any community 
than the attacks of these women on dis- 
tinguished and honorable clergymen and 
their gross attacks upon Henry Ward 
Beecher and Theodore Tilton.

A Royal Secret. 

The Palestra of Mompos refer its read- 
ers to an account given in the Diarino 
de Cundinomarca, under tho heading 
of "The Treasure of the Martyr King." 

It seems, according to the latter per- 
iodical, that a treaty has Lately been 
mailt 1 between aPourbon family, resid- 
ing in Holland , and Mr. A Goldberg, 
Consul General of Colombia in Amster- 
dam, in which the aforesaid family as- 
sert that it is t he possessor of the secret 
of an ancient and rich treasure of immense 
value of platina in the territory of Colom- 
bia. 

The family offer to reveal the secret on 
being guaranteed the sum of $1,300,000 in 
American gold, and the third part of the 
value of tin' treasure, deducting ten per 
cent, for the trouble of getting it out, 
leaving the balance to Colombia, to be 
applied to the payment of tho foreign debt 
and the construct ii hi of the railroad from 
Bogota to Magdalena. 

•The treasure of course must be valued 
at many millions, as oul of it must come 
the part to bo paid the Bourbon family, 
and the rest is to: pay the foreign debt 
which is estimated by the creditors at ten 
millions, besides the railroad, to cost 12',« 
millions of dollars. The Bogota corres- 
pondent of the "'Palestra," who gives the 
above information, says, if platina is all 
the treasure alluded to. it is necessary to 
keep in mind thai this metal is not so 
much sought aftc r in Europe as 
gold— that he, in 1845, look GOOtbs. of it 
to London, and could not get more than 
12 shillings an ounce, troy. 

Some think that the deposit referred to 
is that owned by the Kings of Spain, who, 
when platina was first discovered, ordered 
that all that had been collected of it 
should he thrown into the river. Per- 
haps the Bourbon Ring of thai time told 
it to the King of France, and hence the 
probable source uf the secret under con- 
sideration. The latter is thought to be 
Louis XVI. 

The President of Colombia sent tho 
treaty to Congress. This body, it seems, 
did net think it worthwhile to take the 
subject up, notwithstanding that there is 
an express clause in the treaty that the ap- 
probation of Congress was an essential 
condition to tho family discovering the 
secret, 

A Tr voic am' Extraordinary Accident. 
— A tragic accident has just happened 
in tho Department of the Leiret, 
France. A farmer of Coulmiers, ac- 
companied by Ids son, a young man of 
twenty, was driving his cart, filled 
with straw, to the lair of Charsonville, 
when live girls uf his acquaintance 
varying in age from nine to fifteen, 
asked him to give them a lift. He 
readily consented, and four got into 
the vehicle and t he other took a seal 
botwoen tho two men. Shortly after 
the driver lit his pipe, and a spark fell 
in the straw, which burst into Ilamos. 

The horse, frighfce I, started off at a 

tremendous pace, and tho father and 
son both jumped oft' to endeavor to 
slop him. But thoir efforts were use- 
less, as the bridle escaped from their 
hands, and the animal continued 
its furious career. When it arrived at 
Saintly it fell down exhausted, and 
then assistance was tendered to the 
children, who were dreadfully injured. 
Of the four in the body of the cart, at 
least three .are nut expected to recover. 
The fifth escaped with only her hair 
burnt oil'.
